11088, Warrant ez Pꝛecept fo: Members to the enſuing Parliament ſhall belong, that they cauſe 
fuch Writ, Dummons, Warrant and Pzecept to be duly Publiſhed and Exccuted, and Returns there- 
upon, to be fairly made accozbirig co the true Merits of ſuch Elections. 


And foꝛ the Security of all Perſons both in their Elections and Scrvice in Parliament, We do 
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hereby Publiſh and Declare, That ail Pur Subjects ſhall have free Liberty to Elec, and all Pur 


Peers, and ſuch as ſhall be Elexed Members of Our Houſe of Commons, ſhall have full Liberty and 
Freedom to Serve and Sit in Parliament, not withſtanding they have taken up Arms, 02 committed 
any Act of Hoſtility, oꝛ been any way Aiding o2 Alliſting therein. And koz the better Aſſurance here- 
of, We Have Gzaciouiy Directed a General Pardon to all Our Subjects to be fozthwith pzepared to 
Hals Dur Gzeat Seal. 

And foz the Reconciling all Publick 2Bzeaches, and Obliterating the very Memozy of all paſt Mil⸗ 
carriages, We do hereby Exhoꝛt, and kindly Admoniſh all Pur Subjects, to diſpoſe themſelves to 
Eliex ſuch Perſons fo2 their Repzeſentatives in Parliament, as may not be 2Byaſlſed by Pꝛejudice oz 
Daſſion, but Mualificd with Parts, Experience and P2udence pꝛoper foꝛ this Conjuncture, and agree⸗ 
able to the Ends and Purpoles of this Our Gzacious Pꝛoclamation. PE
